L, A. Legg did not think His Brother could 
run in the going, which was deep and holding, 
and the gelding went back to 5 and 6 to 1 in the 
betting. He was a whole lot the best, however, 
and won in a gallop. Henry Clay finished sec- 
ond to him, but was disqualified for fouling 
Dockstader and Little Dorrittin the stretch. 

The Plutocrat was first choice for his race 
and standing a hard drive the last half furlong, 
won by a scant half length from the improving 
Admetus. 

Babe Murphy was in a soft spot in the mile 
selling race and she simply toyed with her field. 

Jersey Lad got away well in his stride and 
took the last event like a gentleman.
